The circumstances undor which that atrocious crime was
perpetrated oould not but heighten the abhorrence with
which the aui itself is to be viewed. Whether we look
to the private affliction caused by its commissioner to
the public consequence# which may flow from the catnfcItropbe, our compassion on the onu side, and our anxiety
on tho other, is naturally roused to the highIest degree. It is not in my province to pro|nounce any kind of Judgment on the anallIties, the conduct, or the Intentions or' the late Presidentef the Uultod .States. It would be unkind and unworthyimt to give him credit for the i>e« claims ou our
esteem end regret. But when I ligurs to mysilf the
chief magistrate, the temporary sovereign of a great
notion, struck dot, u by a sudden and dastardly blow iu
the presence of his astounded family, in the' flrst mo|inents of relaxation from tho tolls end severe anxieties of
a great civil contest, and in the tnldst of those who gave
him their admiring acclamations, every thought is lost
in one o\ erpowcrttig sentiment of horror and disgust,
(Hear, hear.) At the time of my personal acquaintance
with America the relations betwoen ths diflerant por!lions oi the Union were such as to promise a long
series of peaceful aud prosperous years. The droadful
rupture which took place on the election of the late
lamented President could hardly have been foreseen by
the most togaciuUs and far-sighted politician. T' .utry,as we all know, was seized with uufeigned astonishm^ntand deep concern at the unexpected event; and I
must do her Majesty's government tho Justice to say
that during tlic whole courso of the war t\e balance of a
strict neutrality lias been maintained with the most
e\ enhanded and rc-wUte *<-nse of duty. I r.ra slow to
believe that the people of th<s United f>tates en«crtain
